THE HOLIDATS 


HIS War-Christmas finds a new Europe 

rising from the ashes of the old; a 

Europe which through stress and terror 

and sacrifice is finding her soul: Ger- 

many, France and England are experi- 

encing a spiritual and material recon- 
struction never before believed possible. The 
spectacle of nations fighting for their ideals, ex- 
hausting their physical and national resources, sac- 
rificing the flower of their youth and manhood for 
something unattainable is a stupendous tragedy to 
be comprehended only by God Almighty. 

What a contrast is presented when one turns 
from battle-drenched Europe to our own peaceful 
land, the most prosperous country the world has 
ever known. Spiritually Europe’s castigation but 
remotely touches our lives; materially we are reap- 
ing enormous benefits at the expense of suffering 
humanity. But what will it profit us if in the end 
we lose the spiritual essence? Making no sacrifices, 
enduring no pangs of denial, we are eagerly fattening 
on the blood of Europe. Individually we refuse 
to face the horrible picture; the church weeps in 
agony, realizing its impotence to stay the slaughter 
of innocents; the world without our boundaries 
senses a day of reckoning; and our national life 
is on the verge of hysterical madness. Prosperity 
is blinding us to the eternal verities of life; it is 
bringing us neither enduring happiness nor compla- 
cent comfort. Though not at war, nevertheless 
but once before have we been so stirred with national 
unrest. 

During the War of the Rebellion certain men made 
great fortunes, but the people as a whole both North 
and South came through suffering to a realization 
of the true philosophy of peace on earth, good will 
toward men. Since last Christmas our wealth has 
increased twofold, our standards of living have been 
debauched, our ideals weakened, our sense of re- 
sponsibility toward others stifled. Even before 
the war, the United States was the richest country in 
the world. Our developed natural resources gave 
us first place, with Great Britain second and Ger- 
many third. What are we doing with this wealth? 
Our hearts have been frequently torn by pathetic 
tales of Europe’s suffering, and we have cuddled 
our emotions by contributing more or less to relief 
funds. To be sure, since October 1914, we have 
given some eight million dollars to the destitute 
Belgians, and in the same period of time our mer- 
chants and manufacturers have made a clear profit 
of thirty million dollars out of the destruction of 
Belgium—verily, charity begins at home! 
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With the dawn of the Christmas season the con- 
trast between the United States and impoverished 
Europe is appallingly vivid. Germany, enduring 
the loss of untold numbers of her citizens, her 
women and children patient in their desolation, is 
imbued with a depth of devotion and patriotism 
that is magnificent. The children, growing up in 
these days of self-denial, can not help but be stronger 
in spirit than their fathers. Economically Germany 
has proven herself a miracle of efficiency. Last 
Christmas the impression was strong that she could 
be starved into peace. To-day the world realizes 
that her economic power of resistance is unbroken, 
for in the last analysis, Germany’s economic 
strength lies in the spirit of her people, in their 
willingness and ability to make sacrifices for the 
Fatherland. 

Christmas, always more of a religious festival in 
Germany than in other countries, is looked forward 
to as a day of utter sadness and bitter memories. 
The lighter things of life have passed away, dancing 
and dining have lost their savour, and the once 
notorious night-life of Berlin has ceased. The lack 
of young men in the towns is particularly notice- 
able. During the early months of the war this lack 
was not so noticeable, for even during the heaviest 
campaigns married men were given frequent leave. 
Then too it was necessary that large numbers of 
men be detailed to industrial occupations. With 
the progress of the war, however, women in large 
numbers have taken the place of men, leaving the 
latter free to return to the front. Even in the 
Krupp works at Essen a large proportion of the 
ninety thousand workers are women. 


NE of the surprising facts, little known to the 

outside world, is that large numbers of German 
men in active service continue to produce many 
necessities of life. Agriculture is carried on to 
within one hundred yards of the trenches, and in 
addition there has been developed back of the 
trenches a most extensive system of cattle farming, 
with dairies and slaughter-houses complete. 

It is this remarkable systematization of living, 
this masterly organization of details by the Gov- 
ernment, that has sustained Germany’s resources. 
And it has all been for her enduring benefit. Before 
the war, the members of Germany’s upper classes 
were extravagant in their ways of living and the 
intellectuals more extravagant in their ways of 
thinking. The present cataclysm, overthrowing 
all previous standards, is shaping a new nation. 

It has been said that of all the nations at war,

France and Germany alone were prepared for lofty 
sacrifice. The former country, as the battle-field, is 
sublime in her patriotism. Possessing the “freedom 
of the seas”’, she has not been called upon to face the 
economic problems which confront her enemy, but 
the toll exacted in men and money has been as great, 
if not greater, than from Germany. France too 
has performed miracles; her military and political 
unification, together with the wonderful quickening 
of the religious feeling among her people, are the 
most impressive phenomena of the war. “All for 
France” are no futile words. The complete oblit- 
eration of over one million of her men has not dis- 
heartened her, but it has made her think of the 
future in terms of children instead of francs. It 
is significant that at this time, when peace seems as 
far off as ever, France is preparing to increase 
her birth-rate. The great economists and savants 
of the country are studying the question of natality, 
and laying the foundation for a system of living in 
which all ranks of society must participate. 

Belgians, Serbs and Poles are dependent on the 
philanthropy of the world; their countries have 
been practically annihilated and all civilized coun- 
tries are giving aid. That there are two million 
destitute women and children in northern France 
is not so fully understood. The Belgian Commis- 
sion feeds and clothes them, not on money donated 
by America, but on allowances granted by the 
French Government. Laving aside all questions of 
humanity, the alarmingly low birth-rate, since 1880, 
makes the protection of the children a national 
necessity. To continue as a nation, France must 
keep them alive. They must not only be fed and 
clothed, but trained and educated, else France will 
lose more by the war than she can ever retrieve. 
And this labour of reconstruction must continue 
for years. 

As for Great Britain, until recently there has been 
no great contrast between pre-war days and the 
present, but the difference is becoming more and 
more noticeable. The loss of half a million men has 
had its effect; the colour of life is changing. The 
self-complacency, the social and intellectual snob- 
bery of the past half-century is breaking down under 
the strain. Everywhere throughout the United 
Kingdom people who had been content merely to 
live, whose lives were cluttered with trivialities, now 
eagerly seize hold of themselves with both hands; 
they are even becoming conscious of their souls. 
A small but significant thing that indicates the new 
state of mind is the crusade against the vulgarity of

N® American visitor to London omits to explore 

the Temple, that most famous of English inns 
of court with its twelfth century church, Gold- 
smith’s grave, old Elizabethan Hall, and the ancient 
cloisters inhabited by legal wig-makers. No place 
seemed less likely to be affected by the war than 
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this sanctuary of the law, where judges and bar- 
risters have their chambers, and where, in bygone 
days, the legal fraternity could feel itself shut off 
behind its “sported oak” from all the world except 
clients. The tenants were especially protected 
from womenkind, but the war, which has changed 
all things, has entered even these sombre precincts 
and made them gay with life. 

It has come about through the younger barristers 
joining officers’ corps and thus entering the army, or 
by enlisting in the “Devil’s Own”, the regiment 
raised over two hundred years ago by the Inner 
Temple and still maintained at full strength. 
Their wives, many of them war brides, have in a 
number of cases moved into their husbands’ cham- 
bers in the Temple to save expense. It is a pretty 
sight in the early morning—the spectacle of smartly 
dressed young girls tripping out to do their shop- 
ping, followed by their pet dogs. 

The “tripping out” really means coming down 
from the top floors of the old buildings, for women 
are only allowed to live in the highest rooms, the 
stay-at-home bachelor barristers occupying all the 
lower chambers. The drawback of many steps, for 
the buildings are sams ascenseur, is compensated for 
by the view from the windows, which takes in the 
historical reaches of London’s river from the Tower 
to Westminster. There are some slight restrictions 
for the war brides to observe, for the Temple is 
a law unto itself.

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INDOOR WALL FOUNTAINS 


The fountain has been so largely used in the garden that it seemed to be a part of the out-of-doors and unsuited to other environ- 
ment; but during the winter, when the outside world is dreary and cheerless, it may well be introduced within doors to lend its 
beauty to the decorative scheme. As a matter of fact, the newest and most complete houses have fountains of one kind or another; 
and there is no denying the freshness and charm and distinction that a graceful bit of statuary or a lovely basin can impart to an 
entrance-hall or room. The fountain with circular basin, because of its proportions, requires pretentious surroundings, but the 
fountain that is placed against the wall is a type that can be put almost anywhere in the house, for it occupies very little space. 
Beautiful wall fountains have been made from fragments of fine old marble sculpture, and wonderful effects achieved by the use 
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of such simple and inexpensive materials as terra-cotta, cement and tiles.

“What we need,” exclaimed one enthusiast, “is 
a second Jeanne d’Arc to stand up in bold defiance 
of this enemy that is threatening common sense and 
public morality!” 

In reply to this outburst of indignation, it might 
be alleged that the number of transgressors is limited 
and that the majority of Frenchwomen dress with 
the utmost propriety and good taste. All agree, 
however, in giving approval to the latest models 
created by the best-known dressmakers.

wardrobes of many women, but all the new crea- 
tions are built on this principle. These frocks are 
worn either with short coats or with one of the new 
smart long cloaks, and it seems highly probable 
that they will entirely supersede the tailored costume 
in France. The best of these “chemise robes” 
produce an allure of quite a different style and pos- 
sess a coquettish charm of their own. Two or 
three toilettes a day are no longer considered neces- 
sary, and this moderate form of elegance is an ad- 
mirable response to the needs of the up-to-date 
social life of war-time.

Some of these models 
are combinations in which the upper part is of silk 
while the lower half of the skirt is composed of 
velvet, Breitschwantz or ursine. The straight- 
hanging cloak, worn with this toilette, usually 
reaches to the upper edge of the deep border and is 
of similar material, so that the ensemble is charming 
and perfectly in harmony. 
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Russian blouses descending low on the skirt— 
almost to the knees—are replacing the ordinary 
blouses with some of the cloth and velvet skirts. 
These blouses are made of soft silk and are slightly 
held in at the waist by a sashlike belt knotted on 
one side, or by a strip of elastic sewn on the inside 
and concealed by the gathers.

that she too is dictated to by the war. The rumour that “fashions are to be 
Directoire” arises from the fact that this simple line followed the outbreak of 
the French Revolution. It formed a period in costuming, not a fashion, as one 
might suppose from the recent discussions. 

There is a direct connection between our winter modes and the European 
conflict. The psychological effect of world conditions on fashion is never fully 
understood by the lay mind. In the first year of the war the incoherency of 
fashion was very marked. With the passing of time, the minds of the couturiers, 
like those of the civil and military strategists, have become clear and settled. 
The result is the present coherent, dignified, carefully planned mode—a mode 
that is in all respects worthy of the period producing it. It must not be taken 
for granted, however, that our nineteen-sixteen fashions are entirely due to the 
spirit of to-day. Far from it; they are the logical outgrowth of all fashions 
that have gone before. The early Grecian, not the modern, is a distinct in- 
fluence to-day. Some of the loveliest of the evening gowns show this straight,

flowing Hellenic line; again we find the 
Venetian period a pronounced factor. The 
sumptuous velvets and brocades, the gold 
laces and embroideries are all a part of the 
Venetian school of fashion. But we could 
never, in this day of mechanics, not to men- 
tion war, adopt certain phases of either the 
Grecian or Venetian fashions. The diapha- 
nous draperies of the Greeks, for example, and 
the excessive extension of the Venetian skirts 
are impossible for modern use, even for mod- 
ern adaptation. 

At first blush, the present fashions seem 
not only simple but economical. In reality, 
we are closer to the extravagance of the fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries than we have 
ever been, but our extravagance is unpreten- 
tious. The woman who makes a show, who 
emphasizes her wealth by a great display is 
not “good form”. She may, however, weara 
fortune in furs and fabrics, and the casual ob- 
server will not be conscious of the fact. 

Some of the gowns on these pages were 
selected because they are interesting examples 
of what fashion deems extravagant simplic- 
ity. The day dress, for example, of the new 
supple velvet is essentially simple in outline, 
although it boasts the new overskirt and er- 
mine trimmings. The waist-line is slightly 
below normal. The white velvet evening 
costume, with its sequin bodice and draped 
skirt, is an excellent example of the gown 
which is worn for the opera and other formal 
occasions. The beauty of its fabric places it 
well within the “extravagant class”. 
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Moleskin plays an important part in the winter’s 
millinery, and was selected to edge a particularly 
lovely model of grey chiffon.

I stopped in 
Paris ten days. It is too pleasant a place to 
run through as I had intended. Even 
shrouded in mists and a biting wind blowing, 
it is still the gayest city in the world. I won- 
der if New York will ever acquire its lightness. 

I finally tore myself away and woke up 
here this morning to find a much milder clim- 
ate, the sun shining gaily, fountains splashing, 
and the town all aglow with warm-coloured 
buildings. My first shock came when, after 
having bathed and breakfasted, I asked the 
conciérge of the hotel to direct me to the 
American Embassy. He did not know where 
it was. He could show me to the American 
Consulate, oh, yes, that was where all the 
Americans wanted to go, but the Embassy— 
he would have to look that up. The address 
found, I sauntered forth and came, after a 
walk of a few minutes, to a dignified house 
facing a “ Place’. The emblem of the U.S. A. 
gave me a real thrill. I had seen it often 
before in European cities, but it had not meant 
so much to me as it does now. I suppose it is 
because I now consider myself more closely 
connected with it. 

I rang the bell and waited several minutes. 
I looked at my watch. It was half-past ten. 
Then I looked at the brass plate to one side 
of the door and read: “Hours for Visitors 
from 11.30 A. M. to 1 P. M.” So I was 
ahead of time. Nevertheless, I rang again 
and was at length admitted by a man in uni- 
form. I asked in English for Mr. Dalton, 
the secretary. The man shook his head. I 
tried French. Again the man shook his head. 
Evidently he only speaks the language of the 
country. While I waited undecided, a most 
gorgeous personage came forward. He was 
very tall, and dressed in a sort of uniform of 
his own design, I fancy. Light blue trousers 
with stripes of red braid, a dark blue coat 
with brass buttons, each one displaying a 
goodly sized eagle, and a collar of gold braid. 
Topping this costume was a very florid face, 
immaculately brushed hair, and the most 
splendid mustache I have ever seen. It 
grew out fiercely on both sides and then lifted 
abruptly to a level with the eyes. My first 
thought was that the King was calling incog- 
nito at the Embassy.

excellent new stories and verses. There are 
articles on nature study, natural history and 
historical events. The print, paper | and 
pictures are all good. This set and ‘ 

Book of Knowledge” are valuable as a stim- 


ulus in reading; the children always love to ° 


take them to school, and they make excellent 
supplementary readers. 

Some years ago the superv isor of a delight- 
ful reading-room for children said, “There 
is one great thing needed in books for children 
and that is just the right sort of Bible Stories.” 
That need has been very well met by Nora 
Archibald Smith in her book of “Old, Old 
Tales from the Old, Old Book.” This ‘book 
is exceedingly well arranged; the text of the 
Bible is used wherever possible, and for chil- 
dren of ten years old, and older, we know of 
nothing better. For younger children, the 
old way of telling the stories by pictures will 
always be the best way, and with this book 
and Hunting’s “Story of Our Bible” any 
mother can get suggestion and material for 
the story hour. To assist the family story- 
teller, we do want to recommend most earn- 
estly Marie Shedlock’s, “Art of the Story 
Teller”. The careful reading of this book will 
be a liberal education in the art of story telling. 

In buying books for children, grown-ups 
should keep in mind the fact that “there’s 
no accounting for tastes.” Some children 
revel in sad stories, others will not tolerate 
them, or are actually made ill by them. Gory 
ones, which ought to revolt and sadden, often 
fill a perfectly nice child with joy. C hildren, 
however, can hardly be expected to love and 
care for books unless they be provided with 
convenient shelves or bookcases. So to

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many parents next in importance to a good 
bed in a child’s room is a good bookcase. It 
is also an excellent plan for children to cata- 
logue their own books. This requires adulc 
assistance, and is a great diversion for stormy 
weather. Many parents keep a list of the 
desirable books for children, as well as the 
desired ones.

ROM Hendaye to Biarritz is only a short 
ride. In Spain one always realizes the 
existence of the war, so many are the in- 
trigues and ¢o persistent the rumours of spies. 
Even in San Sebastid4n the atmosphere vi- 
brates with uncertainty and suspicion. But 
once across the border all that disappears. 
One is no longer tantalized by invisible war- 
1ing forces, but marches straight into the 
reality. Soldiers are everywhere; the famil- 
iar uniform in a dozen varieties marches 
up and down the platforms waiting for trains, 
or peeps anxiously out of every car window. 
The permissionnaires are either en route to 
their homes for their brief eight days’ rest, 
or they have finished that poignant pleasure 
and are on the way back to their trenches. 
At Biarritz, the gay and popular resort of 
the English nation, immortalized as the 
chosen rest-cure of King Edward VIL., nothing 
familiar is left except the dashing sea and the 
brisk sea-winds, which are so high on this 
coast. The English who have come this 
year are mostly women, and they are helping 
in the hospitals for the wounded who are here 
by the thousands.

CRAB SOUP—Cut a chicken into pieces 
and with the bones place in one gallon of 
water. Boil slowly until reduced to two 
quarts of liquid. Strain and season with salt, 
black and red pepper. Add the meat of two 
dozen crabs to the soup and boil, and to this 
one-half pound of sweet butter and one 
tablespoonful of flour. Boil again. Lastly 
put in one pint each of cream and milk and 
bring to boiling point. 


FRICASSEED RABBIT—Joint and cut 
the rabbit into pieces, soak half an hour in 
cold water, drain and put in saucepan with 
pepper and one-quarter pound of salt pork 























cut in strips. Cover with water and simmer 
one-half hour, then add a small chopped 
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coloured patchwork quilts, shuffling feet 
and the -old-time negro tunes floated up 
to us. 

Christmas morning we were up early, 
dressed and ready for any kind of a Christmas 
day, only hoping for a good breakfast first. 
This you may be quite sure we had—cofiee, 
chocolate with thick rich cream, batter cakes 
that just melted in your mouth, popovers, 
scrambled eggs cooked on the table in a 
chafing-dish, chicken hash and bacon, sausage 
surprises, Creole dish, fruit and jams, jellies 
and toast. When we were almost gasping 
over the last mouthful, Aunt Phoebe came in 
to entreat us all to go right out and “enjoy 
ourselves”, because she needed every one in 
the house to help with the big Christmas 
dinner. 

I never shall forget that day: we carried 
both necessary and fancy gifts to the faithful 
negroes—even the ham, to be thoroughly 
appreciated, had to have a red ribbon decéora- 
tion!—coasted on the glistening hills, and 
skated on a wonderful little lake up the 
mountain. The young people of the neigh- 
bourhood joined us, egg-nog was served to 
help keep us warm, and we were surprised 
when a long, clear whistle sounded us to our 
last swift coast to the bungalow. Panting 
and glowing we were met by Eugene inside 
the garden gate. 

A hasty toilet and down again for the great- 
est feast of the year! The rooms had been 
cleared of furniture and rugs, and two dancing- 
eyed negroes were on hand to sing during the 
repast. They also were to assist in the im- 
promptu entertainment and dancing which 
was to follow the dinner. Mistletoe had been 
placed with a lavish hand, and two large 
bowls of Robert E. Lee punch and apple- 
toddy graced the hall-table. Salted nuts, 
candies and cakes met the eye at every turn.

The table, charmingly 
decorated with holly and mistletoe dressed 
with small tufts of cotton to represent snow, 
had as a centrepiece a large mirror on which 
were swan and skating dolls, with here and 
there a miniature sled. Big ropes of green 
leaves crossed above the table, from the centre 
of which a dove was suspended. The dinner, 
from Brunswick stew to mince-pie and ice- 
cream, was a culinary feat. In one corner 
of the dining-room was the lighted tree and 
between each course a distribution was made 
“‘just to keep the game going,”’ as the white- 
haired Colonel explained. :

onion, some chopped parsley, and a bit of 
cloves. Stir in one tablespoonful of flour 
mixed to a smooth paste and simmer alto- 
gether until the meat is tender.

BRUNSWICK STEW —Boil two medium- 
sized chickens and slices of bacon in six quarts 
of water until the meat drops to pieces, then 
cut fine and put meat and bones back into 
the pot, together with six large tomatoes, one 
pint of butter beans, six onions, salt, red and 
black pepper. After cooking one hour, put 
in six potatoes cut in slices and cook a half 
hour longer. Then add six ears of grated

BAKED SWEET POTATOES—Grate six 
raw sweet potatoes, add one tablespoonful 
of cinnamon, one teaspoonful black pepper, 
one teaspoonful allspice, a small cupful of 
sugar, one-half cupful of lard, one-half cupful 
of butter and two eggs. Just before baking 
stir in a small cupful of cream. 


BAKED PEACHES—Remove stones from 
a number of peaches, and fill inside with a 
paste of sugar, butter and cinnamon. Bake 
slowly, basting with a syrup of lemon juice. 
Cover with a meringue, brown and serve. 


DROP CORN CAKES—Make a thin 
batter by adding milk to one pint of corn- 
meal, two pints of boiled grits or hominy, 
three eggs, and butter the size of an egg. 
Drop on a pan and bake brown. 


OLD ENGLISH PLUM PUDDING— 
Mix together one pound each of Demerara 
sugar, black currants, Sultana raisins, Valen- 
cia raisins, French plums, chopped apples, 
chopped beef suet and bread-crumbs. To this 
mixture add eight fresh eggs, three ounces of 
sweet almonds, blanched and chopped, the 
grated skin and juice of four lemons, one- 
quarter pound of candied citron peel, four 
large nutmegs grated, one gill of Jamaica rum, 
one gill of old French brandy, and boil four 
hours. Before using, boil again four hours. 
Serve hot with brandy sauce.
